FINE STOCK IN THE WEST. 


There is on oar table a oataloga 


received by the JOURNAL giving a lie 
ot the stock and the pedigree of eac 
animal that will be offered to the pnb 
lie at a sale of Herefords at Kansa 
City stock yards April 25 to 26,1900 
ID the catalogue there are plates giv 
ing an outline of some of the. mos 
noted Herefords in the United States 
Among them IB an excellent repre 
sentation of Ardour Boae, purchase 
by John Sparks of Waehoe coanty a 
a breeders' sale late in the fall of ias 
year for (2,500, which is the bighea 
price that has been paid for a femal 
Hereford. The animal has a fine ap 
pearance and may be worth all th 
money there is in the price paid. 


When a review of Mr. Sparks' her 


was made by the writer in January o 
this year, there were a number of aiii 
mala in it that gave to the eye as fln 
an outline as did Armonr Rose. When 
we have said there were as good ex 
amples in Mr. Sparke' herd as th 
heifer Armour Roae, it ia not the in 
tention to cause an impression tha 
Armour Rose is less valuable than th 
price paid indicates, aa she is a splen 
did example ot a highly developec 
thoroughbred Hereford; but the objeo 
is npon what we deem a just oompar: 
son to give an idea of the superio 
development in outline there ia i 
Hereforda owned by Mr. Sparks. 


While it is necessary that first olas 


oare be given to these animals to SB 
care the perfect outline there is 
them, the owner is not entitled to a: 
the credit for the excellence of tb 
make-op there ia to the tnany bead 
there are in the herd. A Nevada cl 
mate and Nevada alfalfa have quite a 
much to do with the first class deve 
opment there is to the animals as th 
oare of the owner. 


The sale at Kansas City of Hereford 


next month is one of the many assnr 
anoes that have been and continue t 
be given of a growing industry for th 
production in the great west of tb 
highest olasB of thoroughbred Here 
fords and other classes of fine bovine 
In the variety of climate and soil ther 
is in the mountain west that oontribnt 
largely to development, there is n 
climate or soil in the range of moan 
tain country that is equal to th 
climate and soil of the great basin 
and more particnlarly the western 
portion, 


It may seem to those who ooonp; 


other parts of the basin that we ar 
olalmiog more for the west than th 
facts will support, but we do not thin] 
there is more claimed than the wes 
can sustain by facts. 
The soils in 


many parts of the basin are equal to 
if they do not 
surpass-, the 
soil 


at the base and upon the 
east 


ern 
slope 
of 
the 
Sierras, 
but 


as distance ia removed to the interior 
the climate becomes more severe in 
winter than it is in the west, owing to 
coast influence, while in summer tb 
climate in the interior does not ear 
puss the climate in the west for stock 
growing purposes. 


In the winter season the climate a 


the west is modified by coast in- 
finences to a degree that gives snf 
flcient cold to make the animal body 
active under the pressure without mak- 
iug it necessary to take on a defensive 
condition to cold. Which relation to 
climate or to cold as the interior is re- 
moved by distance from the coast be- 
comes more active and there is a cor- 
responding waste of carbon to meet in- 
creased climatic demands. These de 
mands arrest development in winter 
in the interior while in the west it la 
Roing on under a favorable food sup- 
ply at a ratio that will equal the devel- 
opment in summer. 


The cause mentioned applies to the 


basin in winter but at no other time. 
When we pass from the basin to other 
parts of the mountain country we find 
almost the same climatic conditions 
there are in the more interior portions 
of the basin, the climate beyond the 
basin being more or less effected by al- 
titude. As we pass eastward from the 
eastern slope of the Rockey Mountains 
and enter the Mississippi valley proper 
the flies make an appearance and 
cause a large waste of flesh through 
continual effort in the day time to 
meet the war there is going on between 
the flies and the nnimal, whioh is a 
hindering cause to favorable growth. 


There is another cause east of the 


Rockies that may be taken into consid- 
eration, which is food properties in the 
grasses: of the valley. As we go east- 
ward from the mountains to the Mis- 
souri river there is a gradual lessening 
of food percentage in the grasses and 
herbage, which is accounted for in 
the absence of mineral properties in 
the valley toils that largely exist in

mountain soils, whioh make ap the 
strong food properties there are in 
vegetable growths in the mountains 
whioh stook feed upon. 


There is not a oaase that we are 


aware of that is not favorable to the 
growth of farm and stook products in 
the basin, but for reasons given we are 
pursuaded there are more favorable 
conditions that give superior advant- 
ages to the west than are given to the 
more easterly and central parts of the 
basin and these advantages flow from 
the more mild climate there is at the 
west. While oar fine stock growers in 
the west are doing superior work in 
producing fine stook it is beat perhaps 
they should know that the people are 
informed upon some of the causes that 
are favorable to their work and which 
will in the future be taken advantage 
of by others who admire fine stock.

the recent requisition of the Federal 
land office for a list of all applications 
for mining patents made prior to Jan. 
1,1899, on which the claims have not 
been regularly prosecuted is for the 
purpose of cancellation. This action 
of the Department will effect a radical 
change in the nature of property hold- 
ing throughout all the mining regions 
of the country. Its purpose is to null- 
ify the ownership of such claims and 
clear the records of their cumbrous ac- 
cumulation of dead matter. 
Many 


thousands ot mining claims will thus 
revert to the Government, subject to 
relocation, The effect of the action 
will, 
no doubt, be 
damaging to 


the interests of many people, bat be- 
yond the exceptional instances of indi- 
vidual lose, it will work a beneficial 
change to every established mining 
camp in the country. 


One of the greatest obstacles to the 


progress of the best mining districts in 
Colorado and elsewhere, has been the 
domination ot the "patent applied for" 
locator of one or many claims, who, by 
bulldozing and all manner of cunning 
connivance, has been able to withstand 
the rights of others upon his domain 
of forbidden ground. Now, the new 
locator will no longer have reason to 
fear that after he has developed his 
claim into the prospect of a paying 
mine., he will be frightened away or 
forced into litigation by unexpected 
proof of prior rights in the form of 
a pending application for patent. Such 
documents in the future will be proof 
that the quondam owner is the owner 
of no right npon the ground.
